Duty Exemption Scheme, die export obligation period 
for such licences shall be restricted to three months 
from the date of clearance of first import consignment. 
The licensing authority shall make an endorsement 
in the Advance Licence to this effect. No further 
extension in export obligation period shall be allowed 
in these licences.” 

2. It has been decided that no further Advance 
licences shall be issued for the import of item “6-APA” for 
a period of 30 days from the date of issue of this Public 
Notice.
